These will do well in any ordinary farm or garden soil. 
Ground should be well prepared. For field culture set in 
rows 8 feet apart, and 12 to 15 inches in the row; for gar- 
den, 15 inches apart each way. Cultivate well and keep 
clear from weeds. Cut off all runners as soon as they ap- 
pear, as fruit will be much larger. In winter a covering 
of straw, leaves or old hay will protect the plants. Do not 
cover, though, until ground is frozen. Care should be 
taken not to cover plants so deep as to smother them, and 
remove covering in the spring before growth starts.
